That      the  learner   may   acquire  a  habit    of  employing-  exactly  the  Same  Quantity  of  Time  in 
every  Bar  of  the  fame  tane,  let  him   accuftom    himfelf   to  divide    the   Bar   equally    into    thirds,  or  Fourth*. 
If  Common  Time,  every  Bar  muft  be  divided   into  fourths.    If  Triple  Time,  into  third  sf  and  when  this  is 
done,  it  will  be  proper  for   him  to  meafure    it  by   putting-  down  his  Hand,or  the  Toe    of   his  foot,  wh<~n  he 
begins  everyBar,  andby  raifing- it^if  the  tune  be  marktl  for  Common  Time^when  he  begins  the  Second  half  of  the  Rar  .
